NAVAL ACTION. 

By an arrival in 40 days from Rochelle, in 
France, we have advice of a very fevere naval 
engagement which took place the z4ih june, off 
Bellifle, between a French fleet of, 12 hips of 
the lines and an Englifh fleet of 14 fail of the 
line, with frigates. The Captain of the vefiel 
arrived here, fell in with the Koglifh, and was 
ordered on board the Orion, a 74, $ult after the 
engagement, where he was informed by the 
Captain of that fhip, that the French were de- 
feazed with the lofs of three fiis—That feveral 
Englith thips were dilinafted, and otherwile ina 
fhattered condition. :
